' The news of the adverse decision of the 
United States Supreme Court in the Addy-: 
stone Pipe case wag followed by a fall in 
the | price of the industrial stocks on Wall 
street. It was causeless, for there is a gen- | 
eral agreement that the decision does not 
apply to them. It declares illegal a 
method of doing business which the cor-

years ago could not be maintained. 

The defendants in the case which has 
just been disposed of were six corporations, 
‘manufacturing water and gas pipe. They 
had an agreement covering thirty-six 
States. This territory was practically di-_ 
vided up between the respective concerns. 
Each concern had a monopoly of the sale of 
pipe within its territory, which embraced 
several States, The Supreme Court holds’ 
that this arrangement is directly in re- 
straint of interstate commerce, It is an 
agreement that these companies! will not 
ship their goods into certain States. 

The defendants contended that under the 
constitution private contracts between citi- 
zens cannot be interfered with, even though 

they may operate in restraint of interstate 
commerce. The Supreme Court takes issue 
with them, It holds that the power of Con- 
gtess over interstate commerce is more im- 
portant and necessary than the liberty of 
the citizen to enter into such contracts. 
Thus it is decided that the right to make 
contracts has its. limits, Probably the 
lawyers for the defense had no! faith in

SCOTCH DESERTION OF OATMEAL. — 
Dr. Johngon’s definition of oats was: 
“A grain which in England is generally 
given to horses, but in Scotland supports 


‘the people.” Although true in the lexi- 


‘cographer’s day oatmeal porridge has gone 
out of fashion at present in Scotland. This 
assertion is made by Chambers’ Journal, 
a staid and solemn magazine published in 
‘Edinburg, and one which would not dream 
of joking about such a serious matter. It 
‘is asserted that there has-been a change, 
since twenty years ago oatmeal was the | 
staple article of diet among nearly all of 
the poor people, much ag rice is in India 
and China. Then nearly every Scotchman . 
ate a bowl of porridge twice a day, at 
breakfast and supper, and usually ate - 
nothing else at those meals. It has been 
eustomary to attribute the good health and 


| strength of the Scotch in no slight degree 


to their peculiar diet. Now, however, Cham- 
rs’ Journal says things have changed. It 
is @»cidedly unfashionable to eat oatmeal, 
The reason is that it is too cheap. The 
poor people, as soon as they have money 
enough to afford it, abandon the grain diet, 
It is regarded as distinctly a badge of pover- 
ty to eat oatmeal; hence the proud house- 
wife will not have it on the table if she can 
afford to provide anything else. The reason 
ig plausible enough. However, oats is still 
the principal crop of Great Britain, al- 
though, of course, by far the greater part 
of the production is consumed by horses, 
Just as in the United States, although the 
production of oats exceeds that of wheat 
the latter grain is the most popular food 
for man, oats being used for horses and as 
material for liquors. The United States 
supplies the world with one-third of its 
total supply of oats. During the last de- 
cade while oatmeal may have become un- 
popular in Scotland it has gained in favor 
in this country. The numerous breakfast 
foods advertised in the newspapers attest 
their popularity, and personal observation 
would seem to indicate that the proportion 
of Americans who eat oatmeal is largely 


OUR FOREIGN RELATIONS. | 
One of the most satisfactory sections 
of the President’s message is that which 
sets forth the cordial relations existing 
‘between the United States and foreign 
countries. We are at peace with every 
nation, while some of the powers are 
either at war or on its verge. Our war is 
over and peace and prosperity prevail. 
The President briefly reviews our relations 
with other countries alphabetically and 
from the first letter to the last mentioned 

there is no cause for national concern. | 
Argentina and Brazil have both ratified 
‘treaties of extradition. Belgium has taken 
off some of the restrictions on importation 
of American cattle. The Central American 
republic, as might have been anticipated, 
has disintegrated, and recalls the infant's 
epitaph: “Since I so soon am done for, I 
wonder what I was begun for.” The 
Isthmian Canal commission is still at work, 
and the President again urges the im- 
portance of the canal upon Congress. As 
to our interests in China the President 
reports that our trade is continuing to in- 
crease and our commercial rights have been 
protected, “as they will be in the future,” 
He also renews his recommendation for 
the appointment of a commission to study 
and report upon the resources of China 

for American trade and enterprise. 
Considerable space ig devoted to the Paris 
exposition, which the President regards 


| not only with favor but enthusiasm, as the 


dutlook now is that the United States, with 
more than 7,000 exhibiters, will make “a 
American progress,” 
Our relations with Germany continue to 


‘be of the most cordial character, though 


it is regretted that the several governments 
of that empire still decline to recognize 
the excellence of our exported food staples. 


‘In this connection the President urges Con- 


gress to authorize an invitation to Germany 
for the appointment of a joint commission 
to settle this important question. As to 
Great Britain the message notes the e- 
tablishment of a modus vivendi as to the 
Alaskan boundary, and the President is 
hopefui that a permanent agreement will 
soon be reached. In the matter of the 
Boer war an attitude of strict néutrality 
has been maintained, and the United States 
Consul at Pretoria has been instructed to 
exercise the offices of a neutral in looking 
after British interests.
